yestetday. The statement follows:

Preliminary reports received from more
than one-third of the counties at the Htate
Highway Department this morning indicate
that Statewide good ronda day hag heen
fully as muceesnful an wans nnticipated,
While no definite statement as to the num-
ber of men who volunteered for work can
ha oblalned hefore next weeld It s estimnien
that last yvenr's figures of 78,000 will ba ex-
ceeded. The chiof reason why many more
did not velunteer for worle is found In the
late farming aeason, which prevented {arm-
ors In many parta of the State from turn-
fng out. Thin, couplsd with the scarcity of
labor due to the unprecedgnted Industrinl
runh, kept down the number of voluntears
but despite theee fncts the feports so far
received Indicate that more men were out
this year than last year,

“In Berks and Chester Countles the num-
ber of men whe voluntesred exceeds 7000
In Armnatrong. Blalr, Cambria and Lugerne
Countles the number of volunteers avernged
more than 1500,

«"Columbia County was one of the first to
report and the prelliminary estimates indi-
cnte that nearly 4000 men worked a whole
or part of the day on the roads In that
county.

“Reports have not been received from
some of the most important counties where
the ‘Stnte-wide good roads day' sentiment
wig most enthusiastie, and It |8 expected
that whon the State Highway Department
hears fram thess countles the total number
of men employed will rank very high.

NEW YORK, May 28,—In the hnld of the
Nieuw Amsterdam, which arrived in port
Wednendny, there in n $500,000 cargo, A
few ginc-lined crates hold it all. Carefully
packed Inslde these creates, in tiny, hermet-
leally nsenled glasa tubes, s salvarsan, a
drug, the manufucture of which s enrried
on exclusively In Germany and one of the
firnt commotities on which Kngland and
hor allies laid an embargo.

Save for an almost negligible quantity
which arrived in in New York last Decem-
ber the Nieuw Amsterdam's cargo Is the
first shipment of the drug to reach North
America since the beginning of the Buropenn
War,

To prevent apeculation In the drug it will
be sold only to reputable physiciuns nand
hoapltala, No drug store or commercial
chemical house will be able to purchase It
Within the last few months the price far
a single ampule of the drug has been $50
Lasn than 0 week ago an ampule wihs sold
for %100,
